Mike brought in 
his latest acquisition: a certified (slabbed) silver medal 
commemorating Lt. Col. John Eager Howard and his 
participation in the “Battle of Cowpens” in South 
Carolina. Only 5 original medals are known to exist in 
silver, and Mike now owns 2 of them.

After we finished eating, Steve Fahrlender presented a terrific 
PowerPoint-assisted comprehensive survey of the various 
series of Military Payment Certificates issued by the U.S. 
They were first issued immediately following WWII to combat 
"black market” operations and later to also keep American 
funds out of the hands of our enemies. Our military bases 
abroad were on “lock-down” on C-Day (Conversion Day) 
when new certificates were issued unannounced. Even money 
exchanges were made, and the old notes were immediately 
demonetized. In current usage are "pogs," round plasticized 
cardboard discs, instead of MPCs. Technically they are gift 
certificates, as the Armed Forces are not authorized to issue 
legal tender currency of their own. In response to a question 
about top values, Steve showed us his two most expensive. 
The most expensive is a certified note that never got issued and 
was supposed to have been destroyed. Steve provided a list of 
the reference books available on MPCs and what to look for 
when collecting them. 

We adjourned at 8:20 p.m. The rain had slowed down so 
hopefully no one got too wet.

MEETING — FEBRUARY 2, 2016 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 
p.m. and led us in the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 
He welcomed all and introduced a guest, Mark Vezzola. 
Mark told us he used to attend meetings over 10 years 
ago, but his teaching work prevented him from attending 
again until just recently. He expects to be able to attend a 
few more meetings, too. He was warmly welcomed. We 
had 19 members present. The president thanked all for 
purchasing the 7-piece Coinarama medal set tickets. We 
sold all 50 tickets for $1 each, and the money was given 
to treasurer, Ken Spindler. The president presented Mike 
Shaw with the Participation Prize from the Installation 
dinner. We drew 2 names. Diane Barbieri was the 


second name drawn, and she was present and chose the 
basket of sweet goodies donated by Paul Whitnah. 


Treasurer Ken Spindler presented his report, showing a 
balance of $1,784.63. 


The president asked about the CSNA Education 
Symposium. It will be held on April 23 in Van Nuys, but 
the names of the speakers and the topics haven't been 
announced yet. 


Members were reminded that the ANA “World’s Fair of 
Money” will be held in Anaheim August 9-13, 2016, at 
the Anaheim Convention Center, 800 W. Katella Ave. 
Jim Hunt reported on all the various activities at the 
convention and stressed how much fun it is to attend an 
ANA show. He has gone on many of the extracurricular 
events over the years and has made many lasting friends. 


Kay Spindler reported that the San Diego County Fair 
will have 26 days this year. The theme is “Mad About 
the Fair,” apparently referring to the Mad Hatter from 
Alice in Wonderland. Ken applied to have the coin 
collector clubs assigned an information table each day of 
the Fair, but he feels certain that other groups will step 
up and we will be limited to fewer days. He has also 
asked for the maximum possible free parking and 


complimentary passes for those who man the 
information table. 


Vice President Chris Dinanno provided a sign-up sheet 
for refreshments and speakers throughout the year. 


Jim Hunt reported that Mary Koopman became very ill 
in November but is doing better now. She is ina 
rehabilitation facility. 


SHOW & TELL - Jim Wells brought a coin issued over 
one hundred years ago by the German Grand Duchy of 
Hesse-Darmstadt. Jim told how the man featured on this 
coin was related to just about all the royalty of Europe 
including Queen Victoria, but he led a very star-crossed 
life, with many tragedies. Jim related that his 
comprehensive report on this subject is featured in the 
latest edition of the ANA's The Numismatist. 


Ken Spindler brought in his large set of French 
Revolution tokens issued circa 1789-1805. He suspects 
that he may have the best collection of them in the U.S. 
Some of the copper tokens as well as revolution-era 
French copper coins ended up being used as pieces of 


hardware. Ken also had two such coins that were 
hollowed out for smuggling or stashing purposes. 
Apparently they were used to conceal a gold coin inside 
or as a secret locket. One of his is large and gold plated 
inside for some reason. 

Chris Dinanno brought in a PCGS-slabbed uncirculated 
3-cent silver coin with an over-date and slightly rotated 
clashed dies. 


Ginny Bourke brought in a Conder token issued by a 
Scotsman to commemorate the 500" anniversary of 
Braveheart, William Wallace. 


Mike Shaw brought in an extensive array of lifesaving 
medals from the U.S. Voluntary Lifesaving Corp. and the 
New York Voluntary Lifesaving Corp. Members 
volunteered to serve and save persons in peril. Many 
members were awarded more than one medal. One was 
issued to an 8-year boy. Names were engraved as well as 
the date and place. 


Jim Hunt brought in the Mark Twain $5 gold coin 
recently issued by the U.S. Mint. He tried to order the 
silver dollar, too, but was told by the Mint that they can't 
be ordered yet because they have to correct a mix-up 
between Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn on the 
printed insert for the silver dollars.

From Memories of the Last Crusade by Lowell Thomas 


Jerusalem had been in the hands of the Turks for over 640 
years. In the fall of 1917, the British Sir Edward Allenby 
aided by T.E. Lawrence and his friends forced the Turks 
and the Germans out. The next morning Allenby sent the 
Company cook, a Cockney from London and a Tommy 
to look for eggs. They got lost and soon found 
themselves on a broad highway. They followed it and 
came to a great walled city. They had no idea it was 
Jerusalem. As they approached, they were met by a 
party headed by the Arab Mayor who was coming to 
make an official surrender of Jerusalem to Allenby. He 
gave a very flowery speech to the cook who was quite 
bewildered. “But, we don’t want the ‘Oly City, Guvnor.” 
“What we wants is hegs for breakfast”. The Mayor 
insisted on turning over the keys to the 2 men. The cook 
conveyed the news to their commanding officer, a Major. 
The Major, bristling with pride, conveyed the news to his 
brigadier, General Watson. General Watson taking the 


cook along as a guide hurried to the City, found the 


Mayor and arranged for the whole thing to be done over. 
The entire population was out to greet General Watson. 
Flags flew, crowds cheered, flowers were strewn; the 
Mayor repeated his flowery speech and Jerusalem was 
formally surrendered to General Watson. General 
Watson reported to Major General Sir John Shea. He, an 
Irishman and a devout Catholic was not going to let any 
Protestant so and so put one over on him. So he sent 
word back to Jerusalem that he would arrive on the 
following day to accept the surrender of Jerusalem. Once 
more the crowds were out, flags flying, cheering, flowery 
speeches but the spontaneity was growing thin. Sir John 
Shea send word back to General Allenby of what he had 
done. Back came the reply that he, Commander-in-Chief, 
himself would arrive shortly to accept the surrender of 
Jerusalem. Allenby entered the Holy City on foot with 
his large entourage. Again, the crowds were out, the 
flags fluttered, the Mayor made his speech. Jerusalem 
was surrendered for the 4 time. A month later the 
Mayor died of pneumonia. The legend came to be that 


he died of exposure, the consequence of having to make 
that speech so often. 


Terry Higgins brought in the Harry S. Truman "Coin and 
Chronicles" set which includes the Mint's first-ever 
reverse proof dollar, and it has a very low mintage of 
only 17,000. A reputable dealer advised him not to break 
the coins out of the set. Terry reported that people are 
doing that to try to get a “70” grade from a grading 
service like PCGS. 


Ralph Munoz brought in a Heritage auction catalog 
featuring one of the best collections of U.S. large cents 
known. Ralph says buying the catalog allows him to use 
it as a reference for his own coins, since it shows all the 
over-dates, etc. He does not intend to buy these coins but 
is blown away by the quality of the catalogs. He 
indicated he's amassed quite an assortment of auction 
catalogues over the years. 
We broke for refreshments. Ginny Bourke brought in a 
cake paid for by Bob Fritsch, and Laura Dinanno brought 
in cookies. All were delicious. 
Drawing coins were won by Ralph Munoz, Dave 
Corcoran (3), John Beyerle (3), Ken Spindler, Jim Hunt 
and Diane Barbieri. 
The 50/50 drawing brought in $37, and lucky Ginny 
Bourke took home $19.

Jim Wells brought in the very first $1 bill issued 
anywhere in the world. It was issued by the 
Colony of Maryland in 1767. Jim had looked for 
one for many years, and finally was able to obtain 


his note on eBay. By coincidence, he noted that 
there's another one for sale right now on eBay. 
He also displayed what he feels could be the last 
$1 note, if the U.S. Congress passes a proposed 
law to discontinue printing one-dollar bills. 


We broke for an assortment of delicious cupcakes, 
served by Diane Barbieri. 


After the break, Chris Dinanno gave us a 
PowerPoint program on San Diego Exonumia. He 
impressed us with the very broad scope of items 
one can get just from the San Diego area. He 
brought in several binders of his San Diego 
tokens, “good-fors”, trade tokens, and elongated 
cents, as well as several medals from the San 
Diego area.

Martin, who was born in France in 1835, but joined the Armed 
Forces of the British East India Company. He became very 
wealthy but was unable to return to France because of the 
Revolution. When he died he endowed three schools - one at 
his palatial home in Lucknow, India; one in Calcutta; and the 
third at his birthplace in Lyon, France. Mike had a sheet of 
Republic of India stamps commemorating the Martiniere — 
Martin’s home in Lucknow, now a school; and a number of 
silver and bronze 19th Century prize medals for students at 
the school he endowed in Lyon. 


Jim Wells presented a short quiz on the first coins issued by 
the San Francisco Mint, founded in 1854. He brought 3 of the

Silver 
medals were made from 1965 to 1980, and 
copper-nickel after 1980. These medals 
are presented to non-Jewish persons who 
risked their lives to rescue a Jewish 
person during the Second World War. Mike 
brought 3 such awarded medals, the first 
of which was named to Fanny Vassalo, who 
hid a Jewish girl when the Nazis were 
rounding up Jews in her town. These 
medals are never sold directly to the 
public. They ‘ate onby presented to 
recipients by the State of Israel. 


Ken Spindler brought in a new acquisition 
to his collection of passes to the visitor 
galleries of the U.S. Senate and House of 
Representatives. The new pass was to a 
popular clllinois Senator's fumeral that 
was held on the Senate floor on 

December 31, 1886. Ken also brought 
copies of newspaper articles about the 


funeral, and the rest of his, collection. 
He has corresponded with and spoken to the 
Curator of the House's memorabilia 
collection, who is very interested in his 
collection. The next oldest pass he has

Mike Shaw brought in a medal with a very 
fragile original ribbon issued to 
recognize the American Committee for the 
Devastated Regions of France, a group 
which provided all kinds of aid to 
Civilians who were caught in the gigantic 
battles of WWI in France. Those battles 
leveled entire towns and destroyed fields 
of crops, leaving millions of people in 
the region unable to care for themselves. 


Jim Hunt brought in his silver exhibit 
award medal from the ANA, and several 
photos of gold coins pertaining to his 
talk tonight om the’ US). Assay Office not 
Gold in San Francisco. 


Jim presented a very informative early 
history of coinage in the United States. 
There was a conflict between those who 
wanted a federal mint and those who opted 
for contract coinage. It was decided to 
establish a federal mint in Philadelphia. 
Following the gold discovery, there was a 
conflict between the proponents of a U.S. 
mint in California and those who benefited 
from the gold being shipped back East. 
The compromise solution was the 
establishment of a United States Assay 
Office in San Francisco, It was operated 
by a private firm, Moffat & Co., with 


Augustus Humbert, a New York watchmaker, 
as the federal assayer representing the 
government. Initially, only $50 gold 
pieces were coined. Eventually, lower 
denominations were added for the 
convenience of Californians. A 
requirement to have all Assay Office 
coinage at .900 fine. was a ploy to 
accelerate the establishment of the 
federatueranch intdim'SaeniFrancisco. A 
new federal mint was operational by April 
1654-. wikinMoffatre Co. providing both the 
facility and the necessary machinery for 
i586 Gperation. The Assay Office, a de 
facto mink is the oniyiinstance: ofa 
private company operating a U.S. federal 
mint & belhes aint ewasict he tirst cho produce 
$50 gold pieces in the United States. 
Jim's talk was enjoyed by all.
